THE VOTE IN ROOK COUNTY. 
As compared with two years ago, tho 
vote in Rock county was light, but as com■* 
pared with four years ago, it was fully up 
to the average. It is always full in all 
counties In a Presidential year, but falls off 
in oihvr years. Considering the number 
of votes cast, the Republican majorities 
are large, and the victory more signifi­ 
cant than any the party has won for years. 
The Democratic vote also fell off, and over 
two 
years 
ago, 
they 
gained 
in 
only 
five 
towns, 
the 
largest 
gain being made in Clinton. 
In Fulton, 
the Republican loss w*s 108, and the Dem­ 
ocratic HO. 
in Plymouth there was a 
great falling off, not much more than half 
of the voters gung to the polls. The dif­ 
ference, however, in the Giber towns is not 
striking. The Republican vote was fully 
up to that of 1374, and ta several towns it 
was much larger. 
The uniting of the 
mass of the liemocratic vote with that of 
Greenback, was expected to materially 
effect the Republican majorities, but the 
Republicans stood firm, and the result is 
a surprise to 
the 
Democratic-Green- 
back party. The total vote in the county 
will bj about 5,800. 


The Milwaukee News which inaugurat­ 
ed a disgraceful campaign in Milwaukee^

THE REPORTS FROM WISCONSIN. 
The leports from this State continued to 
ba exceedingly encouraging to Republicans'

AN INDIAN’S GRATITUDE. 


A n I n c i d e n t R e c a llin g t h e X i n n c m t a

M a s s a c r e o f l*NW. 
Wichita (K&csa.-) Eagle. 
There resides iu Wichita a widow lady 
by the name of 31 r$. A. II. Gibson. iShn :g 
oi flight stature, aud very quiet apii retir­ 
ing, aud with ber daughter carries on the 
profession of milliner aud mantua maker in 
the store of iluse & Charlton. 
During the 
late visit of the Indiana lo our lair, aud *»s 
the sons of the tores* were rn single file 
passing along the street, a Cheyenne brave 
suddenly broke ranks, and, rushing into the 
above establishment, put his arms about 
Mrs. Gibson, patted her with lits hand, and 
In broken Eogiisb gave expression to great 
joy and satisfaction. 
All the ladies in Hit 
store were, of course, nearly frightened out 
of their wits, while the blanketed savage 
kept reiterating, “Good squaw !** “Heap 
good squaw !” 
The sequel is not uninter­ 
esting : Previous to tho great Indian mas­ 
sacre of 1862, Mrs. Gibson,then Mrs. South­ 
worth, lived alone on the 31innesota fron­ 
tier. One day a squaw came to her house 
and made her understand that she wanted 
soup, after obtaining which, carried it away 
in a vessel to the woods. 
For several days 
she came regularly on the same errand 
A 
lair days before the bloody massacre, in 
which so many settlements were wiped 
oat, 
and rn 
which 
so many men, 
women aud children were ruthlessly butch­ 
ered, two or three Indians with two squaws 
came lo 31rs. Gibson’s and asked for din­ 
ner. After the meal one of them told her 
that they must bind her in secrecy, and 
they kept strict watch over her for two 
weeks, after which two squaws took her to 
within a few miles of a tort, forty miles 
di&laut, put her down in the road and told 
her when dark came to,go in, which she 
did, and that uo harm could befall her. Of 
course she could.only submit, and as she 
was belDg carried to her destination during 
the next day, saw the burning homes, f in ­ 
ing settlers, and scenes that will never be ] 
effaced irom her memory. From the squaw I 
she learned that the soup she had daily I 
made was for a sick chief, Monoway. who 
recovered, and who had determined to 
save her and here. 
When she returned to 
her home the following spring, after sev­ 
eral months absence, she found everything 
just as she had left it. Not a cow or even 
a chicken, was missing, bul everything 
had been cared for, fed and protected dur­ 
ing the loug winter by some Indians who 
had been detailed tor that purpose, aud 
who immediately relinquished everything 
to her peaceful possession. Our hero was 
one of the party, and iu spite of tbs time 
intervening, immediately recognized her, 
and expressed his satisfaction as related.

Yard, Westminster, a writer in All tbe 
Year Round says: “Tbe lour dials, facing 
tbe four point* of tbe compass, .are each 
so large (bat there are but few rooms in 
London that would contam odc of them 
on tbe floor. They are more than 22 feet 
to diameter ; tbe framework, figurer and 
divisions are of iron, and tbe spaces filled 
with opalescent glass. Tbe figures are two 
feet high, aod tbe minute marks nearly 
twelve inches apart—little as we may 
think it when looking up frcm the palace 
yard. Tbe minute bond, with its counter 
weight sod central boss, is about 200 
weight. This, however, is little more than 
one-third as much os tbe original band de­ 
signed by Sir Charles Harry, which was so 
elaborate 
and 
Intricate, 
so 
full 
ol 
mules 
and 
quirks 
that 
they interfered with tbe going of tbe clock 
The minute band is tor the mast part a 
flattened copper tube, and Is eleven feet 
long without tbe counterweight. 
During 
a heavy snow storm a few weeks ago tbe 
mixture of snow aod rain that tell on it 
pressed so heavily as to slop the go mg. 
D ie hands of the boor dials are, it is said, 
tbe largest in tbe world,except th>se of tbe 
Mechlin clock, which are, however, only 
bour bands, not comprising those wit leu’ 
mark the minutes. 
Large clock hands, of 
coarse, requirer tbe descent 
of heavy 
weights to 6ct them going. Those at West- 
iii I tilter are indeed heavy. 
S o less than a 
depth of 170 feet in tbe clock tower is al­ 
lotted for tbe descent of the weights. Going 
weights an J striking weight* together, they 
require 4,000 turns of a double manned 
wineb-bsndle to wind ap. As there are 
weights 
to aet the noble clock go­ 
ing, wo there must be a pendulum to regu­ 
late (he motion when once produced ; and 
It Is a pendulum, in good sooth. It weighs 
nearly 700 pounds, is about thirteen feet 
long to the center of oscillation, and fifteen 
feet total length. The rod which hold* it 
consists of a perforated iron tube inside 
one of zinc. Each beat of tbe pendulum 
has to regulate the motion of something 
like a ton and a half of metal, in the form 
of hands, counter weights aod clock ma­ 
chinery, and yet so delicately is it suspend­ 
ed by a slip ot spring steel, that one single 
ounce placed upon it at a particular spot 
would affect the rate of regulation.
